Rate Upped to 31 / 2 % 

All savings account balances in the 
Sprague Credit Union for the six 
month period ending April 30 will re¬ 
ceive interest at the rate of 3J4%. 
This announcement was made re 
ccntly by Robert Armitage. the Com¬ 
pany's Chief Accountant and Treas¬ 
urer of the Credit Union. The new 
rate represents an increase of 14 % 
over the 314 % which had been paid 
in recent years. 

Mr. Armitage said the increase is in 
keeping with the Credit Union’s pur¬ 
pose to bring the greatest benefits to 
its members. He said the growth of 
the Credit Union, due largely to the 
support received from its members, 
made the new dividend rate possible 
and he said he looked forward to 
greater growth and benefits in the 
future.

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Massachusetts Industry Believes 

Massachusetts is today one of the nation’s ten leading industrial states. 
Industry is the Bay State’s major economic resource, and for that reason, the 
Stale’s prosperity is directly related to the growth and expansion of its industries. 
'The increased employment opportunities necessary to continue the high 
standard of living of Massachusetts citizens can be provided only if there is 
continuous industrial expansion and development. On this basis, Massa¬ 
chusetts industry is vitally interested in developing to the fullest extent, the 
assets and advantages of this Commonwealth. 

Like every other group, industry must consider the problem of self-preser¬ 
vation in Massachusetts. But, coupled to the future of manufacturing in this 
state is the job security of the thousands of employes who depend on industry 
for their livelihood. 

Industry knows that Massachusetts has a wealth of important assets 
skilled labor, good labor relations, unequalled educational facilities, great 
cultural opportunities, for example. And Massachusetts is an excellent state 
in which to live and raise a family. But, in spite of these precious assets, in¬ 
dustry does noi have in Massachusetts a healthy atmosphere in which the 
tremendous industrial potential of this stale can be realized. Against the 
assets and advantages which Massachusetts offers, businessmen in this Com¬ 
monwealth must also weigh the effect of certain handicaps. Some of these 
disadvantages were created by nature itself and often have no remedy. How¬ 
ever, most of the industrial handicaps in Massachusetts result from laws, which 
arc man-made by politicians, and therefore can be changed and improved. 

The Bay State's natural handicaps come from a total lack of raw materials, 
distance from the markets, and from sources of raw materials. These add to 
the cost of goods produced here and thus put the Massachusetts manufacturer 
at a disadvantage to his competitors in other states. Instead of helping 
industry to overcome these natural handicaps to competition, state and local 
politicians have added more man-made competitive costs which compound the 
problem. These man-made handicaps which are really the only ones 
Massachusetts can do anything about are a major part of what has been 
called the business climate. 

Industry recognizes that the business climate has not been created by one 
legislature, or one administration or one party. Rather, the Massachusetts 
business climate has been determined by the accumulation of laws and de¬ 
cisions by State government over the years. 

Industry views with considerable apprehension a number of major pro¬ 
posals now pending before the Legislature. If enacted into law. these pro¬ 
posals would impose new financial burdens upon industry in Massachusetts 
and serve as a further deterrent to economic growth and development. Such 
proposals are not only a threatening shadow over industry now operating in 
the state, but also a stop signal both to industries considering expansion and 
to new industries which might come into the state. Examples of such pro¬ 
posals include the unemployment compensation bills recently endorsed by the 
legislative Committee on Labor and Industries which would add an estimated 
18J4 million dollars a year to employer tax bills; certain proposals to further 
liberalize the Workmen’s Compensation insurance system which would add an 
additional S7 million to our costs, already the highest of any state; proposals 
concerning labor disputes and industrial relations, and the proposal for a 
graduated income tax which would tend to drive out investment capital needed 
for industrial expansion, which just passed its first test in the Legislature.

ADDS 3C's TO 3 R s 

In his talk given before the Tufts 
University graduating class. Mr. 
Sprague added to the 3 R's of educa¬ 
tion the 3 C’s of curiosity, competi¬ 
tion, and conflict. He elaborated 


by saying that these elements are vital 
tools with which to deal with the 
pressures and strains of today’s 
complex world. 

He described curiosity as a life-long 
motivating force, competition as the 
outstanding single characteristic of 
modern American living, and conflict 
as the result when individuals or 
nations begin to compete in contradic¬ 
tion of accepted rules. 

Looking toward the future. Mr. 
Sprague, forecast that “ten years from 
now it seems likely that man will work 
less but will earn more, spend more 
and save more, unless our present 
creeping inflation picks up speed. 
There will be more things for man to 
buv, and more merchandising people 
will work overtime to make sure he 
buys them. The bureaucratic reg¬ 
imentations of government, labor and 
business will increase competitive 
pressures all along the line. It seems 
obvious that most of our social in¬ 
stitutions will become much more 
complex and will breed entirely new 
crops of competitions, confusions and 
conflicts.” 

Concluding his remarks he warned 
the audience that we must prevent 
healthy competition from degenerat¬ 
ing into wasteful conflict by re-exam¬ 
ination of social goals and the adop¬ 
tion of new rules. He added that 
non-material values such as tolerance, 
charity, and human kindness must be 
better understood and appreciated. 

He then turned to the three C’s 
and said, “Perhaps we should add a 
fourth—conscience the knowledge of 
feeling of right and wrong, and the 
compulsion to do right.”

"No End To Cold War In Our 
Lifetime” — J. K. Sprague 



According to Company President. 
Julian K. Sprague, “There will be no 
end to the cold war between com¬ 
munism and capitalism in our life¬ 
time.'' This is the somber forecast 
given by Mr. Sprague before a recent 
meeting of the Management Club in 
the wake of his trip inside Russia. 

Speaking before some 185 members 
and guests of the ( Hub at the Taconic 
Park Restaurant in Williarnstown, 
Mr. Sprague reported on his 7500 
mile 21 day tour of Russian industrial 
plants. 

The tour, which was made as part 
of an exchange program sponsored by 
the State Department, was made in 
company with five other U. S. in¬ 
dustrialists. In addition to Mr. Spra¬ 
gue the group, which was headed by 
Ray C. Ellis of Raytheon included: 
Charles Marsden of the U. S. Bureau 
of Standards. Frank Mansfield of 
Sv’lvania, Dr. Imre Molnar of General 
Telephone Laboratories, Conrad 


Zierdt, Jr. of General Electric, and 
Louis Burgess, interpreter. In Nov¬ 
ember of last year a similar group of 
Russian industrialists visited U. S. 
plants. 

During the three weeks the group 
visited 10 plants in Moscow, Lenin¬ 
grad, Lvov, Riga, and Tibilis. 

Commenting on the Russian way 
of life, Mr. Sprague said that their 
standard of living is behind ours and 
although their present plans call for 
an increase in this standard he cannot 
foresee it approaching ours in the 
near future. 

Lund of Contradictions 

He went on to say, that in some 
areas their facilities are modern and 
up-to-date, pointing out the Moscow 
subway, the Bolshoi Theatre, and 
assorted buildings as examples, in 
sharp contrast to deplorable slum 
areas and extremely poor living con¬ 
ditions in other areas. 

In regard to the religious life of the 
Russian people he said that the 
Baptist, Greek Orthodox and Russian 
Orthodox churches are active. They, 
however, contain few young people 
in their memberships. He added 
that many cathedrals and religious 
buildings are being converted into 
museums and tourist attractions. 

In his appraisal of the industrial 
facilities of the Soviet Union he noted 
that the commercial facilities he visit¬ 
ed were characterized by incentive 
systems, cleanliness, and lack of auto¬ 
mation. He said their manufactur¬ 
ing techniques are about five to ten 
years behind ours. 

Concluding his remarks Mr. Spra¬ 
gue warned that although the Russian

Industry's goals include industrial 
growth and expansion which would 
make Massachusetts a more pros¬ 
perous state and provide new em¬ 
ployment opportunities for its citizens. 
Future population estimates now 
indicate that there must be a net 
increase of at least 9.000 new in¬ 
dustrial jobs every year for the next 
ten years. This also means that it 
will require additional private capital 
investment of at least S720.000.000 
over the next decade to provide these 
new jobs.

An improved business climate 
through fair consideration of in¬ 
dustry's competitive problems will 
surely enable Massachusetts to sell its 
assets and advantages as they should 
be sold. And industry would be 
more confident that its objectives of 
making Massachusetts a more pros¬ 
perous state could be realized. 

An improved business climate 
which will encourage the growth of 
Massachusetts' primary resource is 
the key to the prosperity of our 
Commonwealth and will enhance the 
real job security of our citizens.
